Million Churchless 


Ils Laymens Task

fhe winning of the one hundred million church- 
less people in America is the most urgent and 
imperative task facing the Catholics of America. 

“What!” you ask in astonishment, “A hundred 
million?” 

Yes, approximately a hundred million. Of the 
144,000,000 péople in the United States, approxi- 
mately 80,000,000 have no church affiliation what- 
soever. Furthermore, investigation discloses that 
of the 44,000,000 professing a church affiliation, ap- 
proximately 20,000,000 rarely, if ever, darken the 
door of a church or synagogue.

Church Was Sole 
Guardian Of Bible 


Over 1.500 Years 


ROM the manner in which non-Catholics speak of 

the Bible one would suppose that it was written 
by the Apostles and hidden away throughout all 
the centuries until it was accidentally discovered by 
some of the reformers, notably Luther. The fact is, 
of course, that only a few of the Apostles wrote 
anything, and that none of them was ordered by 
Christ to write; that the writings-of St. Paul, of 
Peter, of James, of Jude, were for special groups, 
such as Christian colonies in Greece and Rome and 
Palestine and Turkey, and, humanly speaking, they 
would have been completely lost had not the Cath- 
olic Church sought them out, and then towards the 
end of the fourth century pronounced on their 
authenticity and inspiration, along with many other 
gospels and epistles reputed by many to have been 
inspired. 

After establishing the Canon of Holy Scrip- 
ture as it now is, because there was no printing 
press to circulate it, it was copied and recopied 
thousands of times between the fourth and the six- 
teenth century, and every monastery possessed 
many copies, since each contained a department in 
which monks were occupied in copying and translat- 
ing the original writings. There was also a copy 
‘in every parish church, open for the inspection 
of parishioners. 

Enemies try to mislead people by representing 
that the Bible was chained so that it might not be 
read. The only reason it was chained to the floor 
or the table on which it rested, was to prevent its 
theft, because one copy represented the life-long 
labor of a monk, and because its material was not 
paper (which was not discovered until the thir- 
teenth century) but parchment or vellum—mater- 
ial very expensive.

sel” which it addresses exclusively | 
to “Pastors and Rabbis.”

the subhead “Outline for Clergy- 
men.”

The bride then asks: “Then you 
reject the idea that it is better tv 
let nature take its course?” and 
the minister answers in the affir- 
mative, as follows: “Yes, because 
there are times when a _ family 
should not have another child. At 
such times without the aid of con- 
traceptive methods it is inevitable 
that the wife should fear rather 
than welcome even the ordinary 
love making of the husband... It 
is less than reverent to believe 
that God wills that children should 
be born under conditions which 
make health and happiness impos- 
sible. We therefore, conclude that 
it is more ethical to plan the con- 
ception of children.” 

That is very good doctrine for 
an atheist to express, but not for 
a clergyman who is supposed to 
believe that life here is only a 
preparation for bliss eternal. If 
the minister is right, Christ should 
have planned a life on earth free 
from any trial or suffering or pain 
or persecution. He should have 
tried to be happy by creating 
wealth for Himself and by mixing 
for pleasure with the social set.

“In His Steps” which, by the way, 
was a best seller. Christ told us 
that He would set us an example,

The groom then makes this ob- 
servation: “I read somewhere that 
Birth Control is contrary to the 
natural law.” But the minister 
thinks he has an answer even for 
that one, when he retorts: “We 
should recognize the natural law, 
which, ‘rightly interpreted’ directs 
human beings to make use of the 
force in the natural world for the 
maximum benefit of the family and 
of society .. . Since nature itself 
does not provide for the most de- 
sirable spacing of children, mar- 
ried people must themselves as- 
sume this responsibility.” That is 
certainly not giving the “right in- 
terpretation” to the natural law. 
The natural law brooks no inter- 
ference with the effect after the 
cause is deliberately placed. 
According te the minister’s rea- 
soning nature does not give to 
everyone a fat living and, there- 
fore, the underprivileged would 
have a right to “assume the re- 
sponsibility” of doing a wrong 
thing to procure worldly goods. 


From the vther questions asked 
it would seem that the one purpose 
of the work is to answer the ob- 
jections of Catholics. 


After all this is done the minister 
is supposed to play the role of a 
physician and talk on the medical 
aspects of marriage. For every 
author quoted in the booklet, five 
others could be found who disagree 
with them.

Guardian Of Bible

milions, and was.deliberately fabricated for the one 
purpose of deceiving them concerning the position 
of the Catholic Church and the Bible. 

Whilé Luther is quoted as having said that he 
accidently discovered a copy of the Bible and was 
forced to read it secretly or he would have been 
disciplined, he is quoted in his Table Talks as hav- 
ing said that even as a boy—a Catholic boy— he 
knew the Bible so well he could identify any pass- 
age when quoted. Not only did he know the Bible 
well, but he was obliged, as a priest, to read from it 
a full hour every day in his Breviary, which every 
priest in the world of the Roman Rite must still 
peruse daily. 

That the Catholic Church wanted the people 
to have the Holy Scripture was brought home 
forcibly on August 20, 1948, when a copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible, printed in Germany before Luth- 
er was born, was moved, under armed guards, in 
an armored car, from the New York Public Library 
located at Fifth Avenue and Forty-Second Street 
to the Golden Anniversary Exposition at. Grand 
Central Palace. 

The news item carried this story and noted that 
Johann Gutenberg—a Catholic—is regarded as the 
inventor of printing, and that he produced this 
Bible in 1456, only eighteen years after he invented 
his press. Gutenberg died in 1468, while Luther was 
not born until 1488. 

The value placed on the New York Public Li- 
brary’s copy of the Gutenberg Bible, may be gaug- 
ed by the amount of insurance earried on it, namely 
$500,000.00 

It was one of the founders of the New York 


Public Library, James Lenox, a collector of rare 
books, who purchased that copy of the Bible at 
auction in London in March 1847, and he paid 
$2,600.00 for it, which was regarded as a big price 
one Qundred years ago. 


The Bible was the sole possession of Catholics 
for nearly twelve hundred years. Had it not been 
carefully preserved by the Catholic Church and had 
not thousands of manuscript Bibles been copied by 
hand, the world would not have it today. 


To talk about the Catholic Church “fearing the 
Bible” is ridiculous because she certainly had 
plenty of time to destroy it, hundreds of years to 
alter it to suit her own pleasure. In fact no one 
today can prove that the Church did alter it, re- 
move passages from it, add others to it, because 
there is absolutely no way of comparing any mod- 
ern version of the Bible with the originals, since 
they were all lost when barbarians sacked dif- 
ferent countries of Europe and burned libraries. 

In proof of their absurd contention that the 
Catholic Church has, on different occasions, for- 
bidden the people to read it, they cite instances, 
but they do not tell the people that these decrees 
were against “faulty translations of the Bible” 
which, if faulty, certainly do not contain “the word 
of God.” These same unfriendly critics of the Cath- 
olic Church do not cite the many instances in which 
Popes have urged, in the strongest manner, the 
daily reading of the Holy Scriptures by Catholics. 
Of course, they had in mind a correctly translated 
version. 


Every revision that has been made of the Pro- 
testant Bible was undertaken because, in the words 
of the translator, hundreds and even thousands of 
errors were contained in earlier translations—even 
in the King James Version. 


Everybody is familiar with the advertising to- 
day which insists on people buying the “genuine 
article,” and not an imitation; “none genuine with- 
out our signature” appears on the container of 
many an article of food or vitamins today. 

The Catholic Church has always insisted on 
that, and it is certainly reasonable when we take 
into consideration that any alteration of the word 
of God nullifies it as the “word of God.”

A year ago Walter enrolled at 
St. Joseph’s College, Rensselaer, 
Ind., and recently resumed studies 
as a sophomore. Although he had 
to compete scholastically with 
more than 200 college freshmen, 
Walter’s first-year record at St. 
Joseph’s is amazing. 

During the, first semester, Wal- 
ter not only passed in every sub-| 
ject, but hung up a fancy index of | 
2.31, which is good to superior. |

For the past five summers Wal- 
ter has worked at the Goodwill In- 
dustries in Gary, Ind., turning out 
woven rugs and cane bottom 
chairs. While in Gary he lives with 
his sister. 

Interested in history, English 
and sociology at St. Joseph’s, 
Walter plans to work toward a 
degree in education with a view 
to teaching as a career.

Tibetans used salt tablets, not to 
reduce fatigue, but for money, and 
he reported that the salt coins 
bore the stamp of none other than 
the Great Khan himself. 


A modern Arabian prince will

Leahy Sings The Blues 


OESN’T seem. so long a time, does it, that we were in the middle 

of an argument over the respective merits of the Notre Dame 
and Michigan football teams for the national championship? It was 
last January, of course, but right now, in the midst of two of the hot- 
test baseball races the major leagues ever have known, we're ready 
to return to the subject of football because the big time varsity season 
gets under way next Saturday. 

For the purposes of today’s lesson we'll surprise you, for a change, 
and take up the question of, let’s say, the Notre Dame team and its 
chances to come through with a third consecutive unbeaten national 
championship. Mr. Frank Leahy shudders at the mere mention of 
the idea that his team might go through unbeaten again, and says all of 
us unbelievers will learn by next Saturday evening that he wasn’t 
fooling when he predicted disaster for his Green Shirts in their open- 
ing 1948 battle against the Purdue team. Now, the Purdues are 
coming up with a great team this fall, according to all midwest sources, 
and might knock the props from under Notre Dame’s hopes for an 
unbeaten season, but I don’t think it can be done so early in the 
season, ' 


He Shudders, We Shudder 


But to get back to Mr. Leahy and his ideas about his 1948 
team. He shudders, and you shudder with him, as he tells you 
what overwhelming disaster has overtaken him and his team with 
the departure of Johnny Lujack for greener fields; long green, 
that is. Then your “palsey” dies down somewhat as you glance 
over the practice field at Notre Dame and see a slender young fel- 
low named Frank Tripucka working out at quarterback with the 
first team. Now, Tripucka is no “another Lujack,” for the very 
simple reason that there are no “other Lujacks,” at Notre Dame 
or any place else. Nor is there likely to be for quite some time. 
However, Tripucka is a reasonable facsimile of Mr. Everything, 
and will do quite all right as Notre.Dame’s passer, punter and sig- 
nal caller, ably aided and abetted by Bob Williams, a hefty young 
sophomore from down around Baltimore way not to mention such 
upperclassmen as Roger Brown and Gerry Begley. 

In Mr. Leahy’s deep gloom over the loss of Lujack as his quarter- 
back I remember similar gloom on his part back five years ago. It 
was during the midst of Notre Dame’s successful drive for its first 
undisputed national title since the late Knute Rockne’s last and great- 
est team in 1930. The Marines had ordered Angelo Bertelli to report 
for the start of his officers’ training course on Nov. 1, making him un 
available for varsity play after that time. Mr. Leahy was about to 
enter the service himself to get away from it all, besides his normal 
patriotic reasons, because the only young fellow he had available to 
play quarterback after the Springfield Rifle left was a sophomore from 
Connellsville, Pa., by the name of Lujack. 

That young sophomore went off to the wars himself after the '43 
season, and was replaced by a pretty fair country quarterback named 
Boley Dancewicz, who had a skinny young kid named George Ratter- 
man as ¢. helper for awhile, unti] Uncle Sam called George, too. 

With the war ended, Mr. Leahy didn’t get Bertelli back, the 
pros having moved in on him, but had to put up with the likes of 
Lujack and Ratterman. After one season, Ratterman forgot about 
taking an exam and got himself behind the scholastic eight ball to such 
an extent that he decided to turn pro, leaving the head coach stuck 
with only one seasoned quarterback—Lujack—and one young assistant 
named Tripucka, 


Some Others Missing Too 


Now that Lujack has gone on into the pro game with the Chicago 
Bears, Leahy finds himself with no one but Tripucka to carry on. 
think that he—meaning Leahy—and he—this time meaning Tripucka 
—will survive the ordeal. — 

Some other good boys have gone hence from Notre Dame’s 
unbeaten national championship elevens of 1946-47, not the least of 
whom wre Capt. George Connor, Ziggy Czarobski, George Sullivan 
and Gasper Urban, tackles; Pete Ashbaugh, Bob Livingstone, 
Cornie Clatt, Bill Gompers, Floyd Simmons and Fred Earley, backs, 
and Joe Signiago, guard, and George Strohmeyer, center. 

Losing his first four tackles isn’t going to add strength to Leahy’s 
team, but there still are some able-bodied young giants who haven't 
looked too bad in practice sessions to date who will carry on for the 
four depertment beffemoths who occupied the important tackle posi- 
tions. Other monogram tackles are available in the persons of Gus 
Cifelli, Ralph McGehee, Ted Budynkiewicz and Jack Fallon, out of 
action all last year with a knee injury, while Frank Gaul, who won 
his spurs as a guard last year, has b@n sw:tched to tackle. Among 
the new sophomore tackles who might reasonably be expected to lend 
a helping hand occasionally are Deane Thomas, Jim Mahoney and 
Vince Ste. Marie. 


Strong At Guard And End Positions 


Still on hand and in excellent health are two of the nation’s 
outstanding guards in Capt. Bill Fischer and Marty Wendell, each 
of whom could play 60 minutes every Saturday afternoon if neces- 
sary. However, they will have lots of help from a host of other 
good guards, and not even the head coach himself will contend 
that he isn’t strong in the guard slots. as well as at center and 
end. He still has his No. 1 center from last year, Bill Walsh, and 
his No, 2 man, Walt Grothaus, with Jerry Groom moving up from 
the frosh, where he was a great standout last fall and spring. 

There aren’t two better ends any place, either, than Leon 
Hart and Jim Martin, provided they can keep their jobs above the 
clutches of the likes of Bill Wightkin, Doug Waybright, Ray 
Espenan. Bill Leonard, all monogram men, and two or three new- 
comers, 

Despite the loss of Lujack, and those other backs, I think Notre 
Dame’s greatest strength again will be in the backfield, granting that 
the best of backs can’t get very far without the proper help from the 
linemen, Among the vets back there will be Emil Sitko, Terry Bren- 
nan, Erme Zalejski, Larry Coutre, Pep Panelli. Coy McGee, Lancaster 
Smith and Mike Swistowicz. ~ 

Brennan is somewhat of a doubtful starter at this time because 
of the severe knee injury he sustained in the Tulane game last fall, 
but if the knee regains its old strength, you can bet he’ll be in the 
starting backfield. Sitko, as hard a runner as ever wore a Notre 
Dame uniform, will most certainly be in there, too, while the third 
ball carrier will be Zalejski, Normally, Zalejski and Brennan are left 
halfbacks, but Coach Leahy said the other day that he’ll have his 
three best ball carriers in his starting lineup this year, and that 
neither Brennan nor Zalejski will be sitting on the bench if they have 
their health. The coach didn’t say so, but this probably means that 
Zalejski would be his starting fullback, flanked by Brennan and Sitko, 
with Tripucka calling the signals. t would give the frish a three- 
fourths Polish backfield, Terry Brennan obviously being the sole rep- 
resentative of the Ould Sod among the four starting backs.

Reverence For 
The Holy Name 


Editor: 

O this writer, the carelessness 

with which so many Catholics 
indulge in the foolish habit of pro- 
fanity is a major scandal. I won- 
der what Sts.Peter and Paul 
would do if they could come back 
to earth and witness the fre- 
quency of this sin among lay- 
men. 


The ancient Jews were very 
sparing of their use of the names 
of the Deity lest they should be- 
come guilty of this sin. Why 
should. Catholics be less careful? 
For 54 years of my life, I lived 
and worked among Protestants in 
seven different states, and I have 
never yet found a Protestant mak- 
ing any pretentions of being a 

ractical Christian who indulged 
in this habit. 


Among Protestants of my ac- 
quaintance, the use of profanity 
automatically brands one either 
as an unconverted man of the 
world or a terribly backslidden 
Christian. On the other hand, I 


could almost count on my fingers 
the Catholic men that I have 
known whom I have not heard, 
at least occasionally, profane the 
Holy Name. Many seem to think 
it a very trivial matter, a rather 
manly vice, in which all he-men 
may be expected to indulge. And 
yet God thought it of enough 
moment to make its prohibition 
one of His basic Ten Laws and 
to add the warning that He would 
hold everyone guilty who takes 
His Name in vain. 


Early one Monday morning, I 
stepped into a drugstore. The pro- 
prietor was a Holy Name man 
and a K. of C. He was engaged 
in cleaning up a mess that some 
careless customers had made in 
his store the night before, and 
was fairly making the air blue 
with profanity. 

Last autumn, I had occasion to 
call my .coal dealer to inquire 
concerning what seemed an unrea- 
sonable boost in the price of my 
l.:t loz of coal. He is a promin- 
ent leader in the community and 
takes an active part in Catho- 
lic worship. After making his ex- 
planation, he said, “God, I have 
to use the stuff myself!”

If you ask them why 
they swear, they say, “Oh, its 
just a habit,” as if that were a 
completely valid excuse. The same

“If we turn the pages of history’ 
from the time of Adam we can 
find no tragedy greater than that 
which Poland has suffered in the 
last 10 years,” Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne 
said last Sunday afternoon at a 
hanquet marking the diamond ju- 
hilee of the Polish Roman Catholic 
Union of America in St. Adalbert’s 


hall. 

“We can excuse the failure of 
France and Great Britain to-come 
to Poland’s aid, because they were 
not prepared for war, but we can- 
not excuse the sellout of Poland to 
Russia after the war, the break-; 
ing up of its territory and reduc- 
ing of its population from 35,000,- 
000 to 22,000,000,” Bishop Noll 
said. “There would have been no 
destruction of Poland if we were 
determined then as now to deal 
firmly with Russia.” 


“God always acts slowly unless 
we bombard Him with prayers. 
But justice always comes in the 
end. The nation that has been in- 
justly treated will rise again in 
glory,” the Bishop said.
